The state of Taziang has beon 
too often described to make an- 
other description here worth 
while, Scarcely a house is left 
whole, but one is the Buddhist 
temple round which. it centres.

By 
chance we wandered -into it. 
One sat sleping in the warm 
sun, another was at his devo- 
tions, another showed us round 
the familiar images and offered 
us a drink of ten from a thermos 
flask, proudly displaying a notice 
from the health department of 
Greater Shanghai certifying its 
purity. Then they all stood for 
their photo, and we emerged 
from this quiet, inner courtyard, 
through an outer archway half 
shattered by a shell, into ruin, 
desolation, and all the signs of 
war. The scanty Japanese gar- 
rison is chiefly employed on sen- 
try duty and clearing up. Ona 
subsequent visit a hundred or so 
Chinese coolies were found cheer- 
fully at work on this task, for 
which they are rewarded with so 
liberal allowance of good Japan- 
ese rice that applicants for em- 
ployment have had to.be turned 
away. 7

IX miles or thereabouts be- 


yong Taziang is’ Liuhang,’ 


the Headquarters of another 
smull Japanese contingent, This 
village is intact, and a number 
of ‘its. Chinese 
remain. The school buildings 
have been taken over -as billets 
and to store ammunition. Here 
a road to the right leads past a 
wireless station almost due cast 
through: Yangchang to Paoshan. 
At Yangchang and beyond -a 
corps of ‘engineers are — or 
were — at work surveying and 
erecting defence works, the ‘linc 
to which it was intended to re- 
treat, said one of the officers in 
charge. 

These are practically. the only 
troops to be seen until the wall- 
ed town of Paoshan is reached. 
This place presents an amazing- 
ly spick and span appearance,

A number of the inhabit- 
ants remain mingling uncon-

The second is the intensely 
localised nature of the war's ra- 
vages, They are confined _ to 
Kiangwan, Woosung and Ta- 
ziang, ‘and at these last two 
places especially to a.very..clear- 
ly restricted area. Woosung is 
in ruins, but Paoshan, a bare 
mile distant, is completely un- 
harmed. At Taziang the des- 
truction stops almost abruptly 
with the limits of the village. 
Elsewhere is smiling peaceful 
countryside with the crops 
growing in orderly rows in the 
fields. The sooner their owners 
get back to tend them the better, 
and there is no apparent need to 
wait for the outcome of the peace 
parleys for that.

I have been occupied lately in 
analysing the 400-odd hands 
played in the recent tournament 
between members of -Crockford’s 
Club and the Dutch and German 
‘teams. . Mr. Stapleton. Harris, 
who was one of the organisers 
of the tournament, and. myself 
have — collaborated in selecting 
and commenting on 100 of the 
most interesting of these hands, 
which will be published in book 
form in a few wecks’ time by 
The Bodley Head. 

The point that has struck me 
most forcibly in the course of 
the analysis is the difference the 
opening lead made, amounting in 
all to many thousands of points. 
Jn nearly all cases the lead was 
at lenst doubtful, and no one 
could dogmatise as to whether 
the lead of one suit was better 
than another. 

The opening lead is the great- 
‘est factor of Iuck in duplicate 
play, as so often it is purely a 
toss-up which suit.fo choose. In 
either Auction or Contract it is, 
I think, one of the most difficult 
problems in play, and particularly 
so because so little guidance can 
be derived from rules. In one 
hand the beok lead will lose the 
game; in another the freak lead 
will be the only one to save it. 
It is at all times largely a mat- 
ter of luck. At the present time 
there is a craze for indulging in 
frenk opening leads, some of 
them truly original in more senses 
than one. 


The Americans are chiefly res- 
ponsible for this. Against No 
Trumps, when: there is no_ real 
strength in the eldest hand, tre- 
bieton, doubleton, “‘and even 
singleton leads have found favour 
with them. Now, at times, these 
de undoubtedly successful, but 
it would require a mass of statis. 
tics and thousands of examples 
to demonstrate at all conclusive- 
ly that, on the average, the freak 
lead is any better than the ortho- 
dox lead of the best suit, however 
weak it be.-.

It is now that we come to the important observations made 
by Sir Herbert Samuel. Few crimes, he said, were now-a-days 


committed by elderly people, but it’ was criminals, between: the 
ages of twenty-five and thirty, who largely contributed to the pre- 
sont increase in indictable offences. The Great War—it has been 
blamed for a great many things, so it may as well be blamed for 
yet another—apparently, and according to Sir Herbert Samuel, is 
responsible to a larwe extent for these young men taking to cri- 
minal ways. At an impressionable time of their youth discipline 
was lax, owing to the absence of fathers. In addition to which, 
the extreme economic depression of the last few years has con. 
tributed to making criminals £ men who might have become, given 
a chance in.life, useful citizens of the State. It may be true that 
lax discipline, at ‘an impressionuble time of their youth, is a con- 
tributing factor, and a factor which unfortunately could not have 
been avoided, in the interests of the State, but this cannot be said 
of the other factor, the economic depression. By that is meant, 
that the economic depression itself may not have been avoided, 
but, as a cause turning the fancies of young mento thoughts of 
crime, it could have heen provided against, if our financiors, mer- 
chant princes, and magnates in the ficlds of commerce and: trade 
had been less self-centred less self-interested, had exercised greater 
business acumen and had wider vision. Because of the lack of 
space at our disposal to-day, it is impossible to enlarge on this 
aspect of the subject, but our readers will, we feel-sure, subscribe 
to our contention, — a 

The motor-car, Sir Herbert Samuel contends, has aided and 
ubetted crime. This modern means of conveyance has brought 
as many ills as conveniences and benefits in ita train. It contri- 
butes in no small way to the death-roll-and fatalities of to-day, 
and does afford facilities for the commission of certain crimes. 
On the other hand, it also affords facilities for the chaso after 
criminals and their capture.

in the nature of a message from 
Washington which, in effect, 
said, “The American _ soldiers 
must have gas masks. You will 
begin production at once, and de- 
livery must bg made in terms of 
days, not weeks.” 

With complete disregard of 
the obstacles and problema of 
this tremendous task, the rubber 
industry responded to that com- 
mand with the answer. “It will 
be done.” And so the great rub- 
ber centre of Akron overnight 
became a ‘seething volcano of ac- 
tion. Only then was it fully 
realised how enormous were the 
problems. involved. All that the 
rubber chemists and engineers 
knew about gas masks was re- 
stricted to their study of some 
of German: design which had 
been received from time to me. 
Yet the knowledge they had 
gained from this study was of 
little value, for it was a much 
safer mask than was known at 
that time which was needed to 
give the unfailing protection so 
essential to our boys abroad. 


Unceasing Contest, 

Out of the feverish activity 
compressed into these tense and 
anxious days came one of those 
triumphs 
manufacturing science won 
everlasting’ fame during the war. 
The rubber industry delivered 
its quota of masks on_ time. 
From that moment until the end 


for which American | 


of the war the contest between 
poison gas to destroy men and 
the gas mask to.save men never 
stopped. , 

But it was not alone the rubber 
industry which was responsible 
for this great contribution to the 
cause of humanity. Perhaps the 
greatest credit should go to the 
spirit of the women of America. 
Not only did their tireless hands 
fashion most of the six million 
masks made during the war, but 
their skilful workmanship was 
largely responsible for our being 
able to produco a mask which 
provided twenty. times tho pro- 
tection afforded by the best the 
enemy was able to make. Often- 
thmes over their work-benches 
could be seen the pictures of hus- 
bands and sons, brothers and 
sweethearts, who were_ then 
fighting on the soil of France. 
They knew that the slightest 
leak or the smallest imperfection 
might mean death to some 
American soldier, possibly. even 
to the loved one whose likeness 
was smiling down upon them.

Between them and their work 
grew a personal bond of deep

Players desirous of ascertaining 
their respective handicaps, are re- 
quired to play the best of threo-sct 
matches against a many other 
players of their club an possible, 
players = of 
varying standards, and record the 
results on the forms provided “Tor 
Club Handicaps. In order to as- 
certain a Colony Handicap It will 
be necessary for some three or four 
players front each . Club to play 
against players from other Clubs, 
and once having these members 
available in your Club, it will be 
possible for others to try conclu- 
alons ‘for purposes of respective 
comparisons, It would, however, 
be preferable, if players will avoid 
ns much as ~ possible for 
purpose of Colony, handicaps, 
playing against members of 
their own .Clubs, and en- 
cenvour to play ngainst ns, many 
players as possible of other Clubs, 
so that a true indication will be 
available of their teal form. 

The principle and intentlon of 


arriving at handicaps: will depend 


for accuracy on the fact that play- 
ers strive to‘play a large number 
of matches agninst players of all 
standards. 

Last but not least, I would re- 
quest ‘ladies to giva thelr support 
to this proposed scheme, as I feck 
sure that they will be very intercat- 
ed to know from time to time the 
progress they are making. 

If sufficient. results are available 
by April 80, 0 first Hast will be 
published in the Snruday Herald 
issue of May 1, amd thereafter on 
the last Sunday of each month 
until the end of this year.

‘No, not the spontaneous ex- 
pressions of the golfer who has 
duffed his shot, but wuch terms 
as “shut-face,” “the straight 


left arm,” “the pivot

Although these terms seem to 
explain themselves, they do not 

by any means do so. 

How many golfers could give a 
demonstration of a “shut-faced” 
swing of the clubhead, or explain 
in 80 many words what is 
meant? Yet it is likely that the 
golfer will come up against the 
problem of “shut face” sooner or 
Inter in his career

In the Right Way. 


certainly de- 


Here you have the actual piece 
of wood or metal that has 6 do 
all the work. All our various 
and complicated movements have 
for thair object the bringing of 
the club head to the ball — or 
through it — in the right way. 

_ At the top of the swing, it ts 
important to have the clubhead 
in the proper position, 

_The player might well train 
himself to be conscious of the 
face of the club throughout the 
stroke, A carpenter is acutely 
conscious of the head of his 
hammer. He docs not think of 
his grip, or his wrist work; the 
head of the hammer is what hita 
the nail — or what hits his fing- 
er if he is careless — and that is 


the part on which he concen- 


trates, 
Modern Expression., 


With a much more complicated 
weapon, it is certainly going to 
do the golfer no harm to simplify 
his strokes by thinking of the 
face of the club. : : 

“Shutface” is a comparatively 
le The state of 
affairs that it. describes has al- 
ways been known in golf, but it 
has been brought into promin- 
ence by the ultra-rapid camera, 

When, at the top of the 
swing, the face of the club is 
facing the sky, you have the “shut 
face.” When the nose of the 
club is pointing to the ground, 
you have the more correct opon 
face, 

This is a little confusing, be- 
cause when the face of the club 
is described as shut, it is actual- 
ly, in the view of the tyro, as 
open as it possibly could be. If, 
he reasons, it were pointing to 
the ground, the term shut faca 
would explain itself, 


At Moment of Impact, 


Tf you have a shut face at the 
top of the swing, the face of tha 
club on descending will be turn- 
ed inwards "— that . is, towards 
the left foot. If the nose of the 
club is pointing to the ground ot 
the top of the swing, the faco of 
the club will be pointing slight- 
ly to the right, or at right-angles 
to the intended line of flight of 
the ball, at the bottom of the 
swing. Hence, the terms shut 
face and open face are more often 
.used when talking of the top of 
the swing, but they refer to the 
state of the club face at the mo- 
ment of impact. 

Some players deliberately use 
a shut face action. Occasionaly 
shots that are = marvellously 
effective can be -prodaced in. this 
way, but the method is thorough- 
ly unsound, : 


; Shut face is not merely a fault 
in itself — it forces other faults 
on the player in order to correct 
its own inherent weakness. 


The Use of the Mirror, 


It is interesting to swing in’ 
front of a full-length mirror and 
note carefully the position of the 
club face at the top of the swing 
with various clubs, eS 

When a player of any ability 
has a bad patch of play the cause 
is very often an attack of “shut 
face,’ : 

He should look for a remedy in 

this direction first, before becom- 
ing lost in a sea of experiment 
with different stances and 
swings. 
_A modern tendency is to re- 
commend players to stiffen the 
left forearm by bringing the left 
hand over the shaft of the club. 
This has proved dangerous ud- 
vice to many. It is no doubt 
satisfactory for a player with a 
short swing, but in a full swing 
it almost inevitably closes up the 
face. - ‘ ere 

Players in difficulty are advis- 
ed to adopt an easy finger grip 
with the knuckles of the left hand: - 
facing the hole and those of the 
right hand glirectly behind. 


The All-Important Grip, 


Ideas about grips change; the 
player is advised to concern him- 
self not with the details of fash- 
ions in grips, but with the rela- 
tionship between the grip and the 
swing. Few golfers discuss this 
subject, .but it is one of ex- 
treme importance. 

“The grip) must be such that’ 
the face of the club, at the top 
of the swing is poised ready to 
descend in the “open” position. 

At the same time, to be cer- 
tain of this effect, the club must 
be taken back by the left. hand.

anticipated. It is ulso true thut the 
brewers have suffered some loss of 
profits, but their losses hava been 
decreared by a reduction of the 
uravity of their beer.

Review of the Year in | 
the Commons. :

JUVENILE CRIME INCREASE. 


Rugby, Friday. 

Reviewiny, criminal statistics " 
during « debate in the House of, 
Commons to-day on the Home| 
Office vote, Sir Herbert Samuel j 
(Home Secretary) said, that the; 
public mind had recently beeni 
disturbed by the inereuse in cer-| 
tain classes ‘of crimes and cer- 
tain classes of eriminals. 

The worst classes of crime,| 
showing an increase, were bur# 
wlaries and breakings-in, and in| 
London the inerease in these 
had risen from 3,000 in 1913 to 
83,000 in 1931. As for the so- 
called  smash-and-grab — raids, 
there were 19 in 1929 in the} 
Metropolitan area and 20 in 
1930. In 1981 there were 31 
such cases, and from Mey to 
November of that year the figure 
was 16. In the month of January, 
this year, the figure had risen to 
90, in February to 29 and in 
March to 31. The figure was now 
aout three times as high as 
seven or eight years ago. This 
was a matter which rightly gave 
rise to much concern, 


Few Shocking Murders. 

In regard to murders, a com- 
paratively small number of very 
shocking crimes had taken place 
recently, but the impression that 
there had been a wave of murder 
crimes was Incorrect,* and the 

e figure for Inst yenr was slightly 
below pre-war, Only ten of the; 
109 murders committed last 
year were unsolved. . 

There was an Incrense in 1930 
in juvenile crime but, although 
much to be deplored, it did. not 
indicate any grave sudden change 
and was still considerably less 
than pre-war, 

Notable among the tendencies 
ot work to diminish crime was 
the -general social improvement 

. that had occurred in the last two 
generations. Few crimes wéro 
committed now by elderly people.
